Case of smallpox near Lewes, Del. — Imported. 

Delaware Breakwater, Del., September 1, 1902. 
Sir: Through the medical officer in command of national quarantine 
service Delaware Bay and River, I have the honor to report that small- 
pox has made its appearance in this neighborhood, 1 case having occur- 
red in the county not far from the city of Lewes. This case is supposed to 
have been imported from the city of Bridgeville, some 25 or 30 miles 
from Lewes. In addition to this, there are reported 1 or 2 cases of 
" Cuban itch," also in the neighborhood of Lewes, but not in the city. 
So far as I can learn, no definite diagnosis has been made in these cases 
as yet.
